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_ Mrs . . JF-S SE.yJA MFS ..GARNER, advised that she did not know 
of any rooming’ "house in w hie ft LEE HARVEY OSWALD resided, and 
his only place of residence known to her is the apartment which 
he resided at 4905 Magazine Street. She said that shortly 
before OSWALD was arrested by the New Orleans Police Department, 
she observed two posters which read "Hands Off Cuba" hanging 
on the front porch of the OSWALD apartment. She called this to 
the attention of her husband, and Mr. GARNER made OSWALD 
remove the pamphlets. 

Mrs. GARNER said that the station wagon which brought 
Mrs . OSWALD and the child to New Orleans was the same one 
which picked up Mrs. OSWALD and the baby when they left New 
Orleans. This station wagon was driven by a lady and had a 
Texas license plate on it. She did not recall the license 
number. Mrs. GARNER stated that she had seen photographs of 
JACK RUBY on television and in the newspapers and that she 
never observed RUBY in New Orleans and that she knows of no 
connection or association between OSWALD and RUBY. 
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
